EXPLANATORY    STATEMENT 


The  ostiinates  of  appropriations  for  the  District  of 
Columbia  ainoimt  to  $"2(ir),()9(S  thousand.  Tiu^so  estimates 
are  financed  from  revenues  of  tiie  general,  highway,  water, 
sanitary  sewage  works,  motor  vehicle  parking  fund,  and 
the  metropolitan  area  sanitary  sewage  works  fund. 

GENERAL   FUND 

Revenues  accruing  to  the  general  fund  of  the  District 
of  Columbia  are  used  to  finance  general  operating  expenses, 
public  safety,  education,  parks  and  recreation,  health  and 
welfare,  street  lighting,  sanitation,  pulilic  building  con- 
struction, and  other  activities.  Tiiese  revenues  are  real- 
ized from  real,  personal,  and  other  property  taxes;  sales 
and  gross  receipts  taxes  on  alcoholic  beverages,  cigarettes, 
insurance,  motor  vehicles,  public  utilities,  gross  sales,  and 
other  sources;  licenses  and  permits;  individual,  unincor- 
porated business,  and  corporation  income  taxes;  inherit- 
ance and  estate  taxes;  certain  earnings  and  miscellaneous 
revenues;  and  tlie  Federal  payment.  The  largest  item 
of  revenue  in  the  general  fund  comes  from  realty  and 
personal  property  taxes,  and  amounts  to  approximately 
38%  of  the  total  estimated  revenues.  The  estimated 
yield  from  real  estate  is  based  on  an  estimated  valuation 
of  $2,1590  million,  taxed  at  the  current  rate  of  $2.50  per 
$100  of  assessed  valuation.  The  value  of  personal  prop- 
erly is  estimated  at  $452  million  and  taxed  at  the  rate 
of  $2  per  $100  of  valuation.  The  combined  estimated 
valuation  of  real  and  personal  property  for  1963  is  $2,842 
million  or  an  increase  of  $48  million  over  the  current  year. 

The  act  of  June  6,  1958  (Public  Law  85-451)  pernVitted 
the  District  to  borrow  funds  up  to  $75  million  to  finance 
capital  improvements  in  the  general  fund.  Through  1962, 
the  District  has  been  authorized  to  borrow  $56.3  million 
of  this  amount.  The  estimates  for  1963  include  a  request 
for  the  remaining  balance  of  $18.7  million.  The  same 
act  authorized  a  Federal  payment  to  the  District  of  $32 
million,  which  is  the  amount  requested  m  this  budget. 

Out  of  current  legislation. — Although  the  total  funds 
required  for  the  general  fund  in  1963  amount  to  $251,060 
thousand,  there  is  available  only  $227,776  thousand  from 
current  legislation.  This  latter  amount  is  the  basis  for 
financing  the  detailed  items  included  in  this  document. 
It  includes  the  Federal  payment  of  $32  million  and  a 
loan  of  $18.7  million.  Estimates  of  appropriations  for 
general  fund  needs  amount  to  $256,101  thousand  for  1963, 
but  due  to  lack  of  funds  there  is  submitted  in  this  docu- 
ment the  amount  of  $221,137  thousand,  which  is  an  ovei- 
all  decrease  of  $11,454  thousand  or  approximately  4.9% 
under  1962.  This  reduction  results  from  an  increase  in 
operating  expenses  of  $5,841  thousand  and  a  decrease  in 
capital  outlay  of  $17,295  thousand.  The  difference  of 
$13,563  thousand  between  the  available  revenues  and 
the  requests  results  from  the  requirement  to  elunuiate  the 
deficit  of  $6,924  thousand  from  1962,  finance  deferred 
appropriations  of  $5,475  thousand,  and  establish  reserves 
of  $1,164  thousand. 

The  lack  of  revenues  has  resulted  in  a  curtailed  budget 
which  does  not  appear  to  meet  the  mmimum  needs  of  the 
District.  In  operating  expenses  the  requests  will  provide 
the  increases  required  for  items  that  are  classified  as 
mandatory  such  as  within-grade  promotions,  pensions 
costs,  legislative  requirements,  staffing  new  construction, 
and  a  small  part  of  the  uncontrollable  workload.     If  no 


additional  funds  are  provided  to  finance  this  workload, 
it  will  mean  a  reduction  in  the  number  of  teachers,  which 
will  result  in  an  increase  in  the  pupil-teacher  ratio,  and 
a  reduction  in  the  number  of  policemen  and  health  and 
welfare  services. 

Although  the  requested  Federal  loan  of  $18.7  million  is 
available  for  capital  outlay,  the  necessity  to  finance  de- 
ferretl  appropriations  and  the  deficit  from  1962  leaves  a 
l>alance  of  $4,95J  thousand  available  for  new  capital  out- 
lay. This  together  with  other  revenues  available  of  $436 
thousand  will  permit  the  request  for  oidy  $6,737  thou- 
sand, of  which  $1,350  thousand  will  be  financed  in  1964. 
This  limited  request  will  provide  for  debt  repayments, 
the  continuation  of  the  most  critical  schools,  a  new  police 
station,  a  partial  program  for  storm-water  sewers,  and 
equipment  for  construction  to  be  completed  in  1963. 

Out  of  proposed  legidation. — There  is  presently  pending 
before  ('ongress  H.R.  258,  which  wlien  enacted  will  pro- 
vide additional  revenue  for  the  District.  The  Com- 
missioners also  propose  to  submit  legislation  to  increase 
the  loan  authorization  and  possibly  requests  for  other 
additional  revenues.  The  present  deficit,  based  on  the 
tentative  approval  by  the  Commissioners  of  items  pro- 
posed for  separate  transmittal,  amoimts  to  $23.3  million 
of  which  $6.9  million  is  for  operating  expenses  and  $16.4 
to  finance  capital  outlay  and  reserves.  The  total  requests 
arc  estimated  at  $35.1  million,  of  whicli  $11.8  million  will 
be  fhianced  in  1964.  The  submission  of  these  additional 
estimates  will  enable  the  District  to  maintain  present 
services,  provide  for  a  nominal  increase  in  new  and  im- 
proved services,  and  continue  the  planned  capital  outlay 
program. 

HIGHWAY    FUND 

Highway  fuml  revenues  are  realized  from  a  gasoline 
tax,  part  of  the  nrotor  vehicle  registration  tax,  motor 
vehicle  fees  of  various  tvpes,  and  paving  assessments. 
The  estimated  revenues  from  these  sources  and  a  Federal 
loan  of  $2.9  million  for  1963  amount  to  $19,769  thousand 
wliicli  will  be  $233  thousand  in  excess  of  the  amount  of 
the  estimated  obligations. 

Estimates  of  appropriation  chargeable  to  the  highway 
fund  for  1963  show  an  overall  increase  of  $5,146  thousand 
or  36.5%  over  the  1962  estmiates.  The  increase  is  re- 
flected mainly  in  the  capital  outlay  estunates  of  the  De- 
partment of  Highways  and  Traffic  and  represents  an  ac- 
celeration in  the  highway  program  resulting  from  addi- 
tional Federal  grants  to  aid  in  highway  construction. 

WATER    FUND 

Water  fund  revenues  are  derived  from  the  sale  of  water 
to  residents  of  the  District  of  C^olumbia,  to  Arlington 
County,  Va.,  and  to  the  Federal  Government,  and  from 
miscellaneous  receipts.  The  total  revenue  availability  in 
the  water  fund  amounts  to  $11,230  thousand,  which  will 
be  $1,173  thousand  in  excess  of  the  estimated  obligations 
for  1963. 

The  estimates  of  appropriation  for  the  water  fimd  for 
1963  amount  to  $9,934  thousand,  which  is  an  increase  of 
$395  thousand  over  the  1962  estimates  (approximately 
4.1%).  This  will  permit  a  slight  increase  in  the  capital 
expenditures  for  water  mains.

Rovciuics  accrue  to  this  fund  IVoin  a  (^liar<;;c  based  on 
tile  amount  of  water  used  by  both  private  consumers  and 
the  Feiieral  Government.  Tiiis  also  includes  Federal 
grants  and  assessments  for  installation  of  sanitary  sewers 
and  payments  from  the  State  of  Mar\land.  This  total 
revenue  availabilitA',  including;  a  Federal  loan  of  $8,242 
thousand,  will  amount  to  $12,15,S  thousand,  which  is  the 
same  as  the  estimated  obligsitions,  and  \\ill  be  a  decrease 
of  $1,373  thousand  under  19()2.  Funds  are  included  to 
continue  the  abatement  of  river  pollution. 

MOTOR    VEHICLE    I'ARKINO    FUND 

This  fund  is  derived  from  parking  meter  receipts  and 
rents  from  ])arking  areas  and  is  used  to  pay  the  adminis- 
trative expenses  of  that  agency  and  is  available  for  the 


acquisition,  creation,  and  operation  of  public  off-street 
parking  facilities  as  a  necessary  incident  to  insuring  in  the 
public  interest  the  free  circulation  of  traffic  in  and  (hrough 
the  District.  The  amount  of  $474  thousand  is  requested 
for  191)3  wiiicii  is  an  incTcase  of  $117  thousand  over  19t)2. 
It  is  estimated  that  the  surplus  at  tlie  end  of  19B3  will 
total  $4,723  tlioiisaiid.

1 .  Corporation  counsel. — The  District  of  Columbia  per- 
forms the  functions  of  a  State  as  well  as  those  of  a  mu- 
nicipality, and  the  corporation  counsel,  as  the  chief  law 
officer,  serves  in  a  triple  capacity;  namely,  as  attorney 
general  in  mattei-s  wliich  are  State  functions,  as  corpo- 
ration   counsel   or   city   solicitor   in  coiKluctiiig  the  legal 
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business  of  the  municipality,  and  as  State's  attorney  in 
the  prosecution  of  violations  of  local  law. 

2.  Metropolitan  police. — Provides  the  maximum  protec- 
tion of  life  and  property  in  the  community  through  the 
prevention  and  detection  of  crime  and  the  enforcement 
of  all  local  and  locallj^  applicable  statutes,  regulations,  and 
ordinances ;  provides  police  patrol  and  manpower  through- 
out the  District  of  Columbia;  investigates  crimes  and 
apprehends  criminals  and  persons  suspected  of  crime; 
controls  vehicular  traffic,  enforces  traffic  laws  and  regula- 
tions, and  investigates  traffic  accidents;  maintains  and 
operates  15  police  stations  and  the  house  of  detention  for 
women;  in  tiie  performance  of  municipal  functions,  co- 
operates with  Federal  police  agencies  in  the  enforcement  of 
Federal  laws;  pays  annuities  to  retired  policemen  and  to 
widows  and  children  of  deceased  policemen. 

3.  Fire. — This  activity  provides  maximum  protection  of 
life  and  property  in  tlie  community.  Axi  effective  fire- 
fighting  force  of  1,146  uniformed  personnel  man  32  engine 
companies,  17  truck  companies,  3  rescue  squads  and  1 
fireboat  on  a  24-hours-a-day,  7-days-a-week  basis  to  insure 
prompt  expeditious  extinguishment  of  fires.  Forty  other 
officers  and  members  provide  the  utmost  in  fire  preven- 
tion through  round-the-clock  fire  prevention  inspections 
and  strict  enforcement  of  fire  regulations.  The  remainder 
of  the  1,278  authorized  positions — 36  uniformed  and  56 
civilian  employees — ^provide  support  elements  comprising 
admmistration,  conimimications,  apparatus  repair,  train- 
ing, and  medical  treatment.  Management  and  opera- 
tions are  rated  Class  I  by  the  National  Board  of  Fire 
UnderwTiters.  This  is  the  highest  ratmg  attainable  and 
is  shared  by  only  two  other  cities  of  comparable  size. 

4.  Civil  dejense. — Recommends  policy  and  prepares  sur- 
vival measures  and  plans  for  effective  utilization  of  all 
private  and  District  of  Columbia  facilities  during  civil 
defense  disasters.  Integrates  local  civil  defense  plans  of 
Federal  agencies.  Coordinates  the  District  of  Columbia 
program  ^^^th  those  of  nearby  jurisdictions.  Maintains 
civil  defense  plans  current  with  new  developments  in 
weapons  and  protective  measures.  Educates  the  public 
in  measures  of  personal  survival.  Conducts  training 
courses  and  exercises  to  familiarize  personnel  ■with  disaster 
duties.  Administers  and  controls  volimteer  services  and 
coordinates  civil  defense  planning  and  organization  within 
District  of  Columbia  agencies.  Prepares  plans  for  and 
coordinates  natural  disaster  relief  action.  Provides  civil 
defense  advice  and  guidance  to  the  Board  of  Commis- 
sioners and  all  District  of  Columbia  agencies.  Estab- 
lishes and  operates  static  and  mobile  control  centers. 
Maintams  and  operates  emergency  communication  facili- 
ties to  control  civil  defense  operations  during  disaster. 
Implements  approved  civil  defense  and  survival  plans. 

5.  Courts. — -The  District  of  Columbia  courts  consist  of 
the  Juvenile,  Municipal,  Municipal  Court  of  Appeals  and 
Tax  Court.  Services  are  provided  the  District  of  Colum- 
bia in  the  U.S.  District  Court  and  U.S.  Court  of  Appeals 
for  the  District  of  Columbia,  by  the  Department  of  Justice 
in  the  offices  of  the  U.S.  Attorney  and  the  U.S.  Marshal,  by 
the  General  Services  Administration,  and  by  the  Legal  Aid 
Agency  for  the  District  of  Columbia. 

6.  Corrections. — -This  activity  maintains  in  confinement 
those  persons  charged  with,  or  convicted  of,  offenses  in 
the  District  of  Columbia.  While  such  persons  are  in 
confinement,  there  is  an  inherent  responsibility  to  under- 
take, through  modern  penological  practices,  the  changing 
of  the  character  of  those  committed  in  order  that  they  may 


be  released  to  the  free  community  and  conduct  themselves 
in  a  socially  acceptable  manner.  This  activity  maintains 
and  operates  five  institutions:  the  jail,  located  in  the  city 
of  Washington ;  the  workhouse ;  reformatory  for  men ;  re- 
formatory for  women ;  and  youth  center  located  in  Fairfax 
County,  Va.  Funds  appropriated  cover  all  direct  costs 
of  caring  for  inmates  and  operating  and  nuiintaining  the 
physical  structures.  This  activity  also  has  certain  respon- 
sibilities for  District  of  Columbia  prisoners  serving  time  in 
Federal  institutions. 

7.  Licenses  and  inspections. — -The  primary  function  of 
this  activity  is  to  insure  the  safety  and  welfare  of  the  city's 
residents  and  visitors  in  relation  to  buildings  and  struc- 
tures. It  administers  the  laws  enacted  by  Congress  and 
the  codes  and  regulations  promulgated  under  such  laws 
for  the  control  of  construction,  zonmg  occupancy,  use, 
erection,  maintenance,  and  repair  of  all  buildings  including 
their  electrical  and  mechanical  equipment  and  appurte- 
nances. All  laws  and  regulations  governing  housing  in 
the  District  of  Columbia  are  enforced  by  this  activity. 
It  is  responsible  for  administering  the  licensing  laws  and 
regulations  which  provide  for  licensing  and  control  of 
certain  businesses  and  callings  including  multifamily 
housing.  The  residents  and  visitors  of  the  District  of 
Columbia  are  further  protected  by  the  administration  of 
the  standard  weights  and  measures  law. 

8.  National  guard. — ^This  represents  the  District  of 
Columbia's  portion  of  administrative  costs  of  the  head- 
quarters operation  and  maintenance  of  facilities.  The 
Anny  and  Air  Force  provide  training  pay,  uniforms, 
equipment,  and  facOities  for  tactical  training.  These 
facilities  in  use  consist  of  the  District  of  Columbia  National 
Guard  Armory,  Camp  Simms  warehouse  area,  and  Air 
National  Guard  area  at  Andrews  Air  Force  Base.

1.  General  administration. — The  educational  and  opera- 
tional policies  for  the  school  system  are  formulated. 

2.  Supervision  and  instruction. — Provision  is  made  for 
the  supervision  of  teachers  and  instruction  of  pupUs 
including  resident  deaf,  mute,  and  blind  children  enrolled 
in  special  institutions,  and  a  special  school  for  severely 
mentally  retarded  children,  but  excluding  the  District  of 
Columbia  Teachers  College  and  related  laboratory 
schools.  During  the  1960-61  school  year  there  were 
1 17,632  regular  day  school  pupils  in  average  daily  member- 
ship in  181  public  school  buildings,  excluding  the  teachers 
college  and  two  laboratory  schools.  There  are  expected 
to  be  approximately  121,900  such  pupils  in  average  daily 
membership  during  the  1961-62  school  >ear,  not  counting 
the  teachers  college  and  laboratory  schools,  and  by  the 
end  of  the  year  these  will  be  distributed  among  1S3  school 
buildings.  Summer  schools  (excluding  the  teachers 
college)  had  an  average  daily  membership  of  7,405  in  the 
summer  of  1961.  In  addition,  during  the  regular  school 
year  1960-61,  evening  schools  and  other  adult  education 
classes  enrolled  13,081  different  students  in  programs  of 
varying  lengths  and  had  an  average  membership  per 
session  of  5,162.  Operation  of  the  milk  program  under 
the  National  School  Lunch  Act  and  the  distribution  of 
surplus  commodities  furnislied  bj'  the  U.S.  Department 
of  Agriculture  are  included  in  this  activity. 

3.  District  of  Columbia  Teachers  College. — Provision  is 
made  for  the  operation  of  the  District  of  Columbia 
Teachers  College  and  of  the  two  laboratory  schools  for 
which  the  college  is  responsible.  In  October  1960  the 
college  itself  had  a  total  membership  of  1,431,  of  whom 
708  were  regular  students  working  for  degrees.  In  October 
1961  the  total  membership  was  1,214,  of  whom  573  were 
workmg  for  degrees.  The  laboratory  schools  had  an 
average  daily  membership  of  1,811  in  the  school  year 
1960-61,  and  (he  corresponding  figure  for  1961-62  has 
been  estimated  at  about  1.800.  Tiie  teachers  college  also 
conducts  summer  school  classes,  which  in  the  summer  of 
1961  had  an  average  daily  membership  of  480. 

4.  Vocational  education,  George-Barden  program. — In 
cooperation  with  the  U.S.  Office  of  Education,  a  i)rogram 
for  the  promotion  and  development  of  vocal ioniil  educa- 
tion is  carried  on  in  distributive  occupations,  home 
economics,  trades  and  industry,  practical  nursing,  and 
technical  aspects  of  defense  occupations. 
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5.  Operation  of  buUdimjs  and  (jrounds  and.  maintenance 
of  equipinent. — At  the  present  time  there  arc  199  buildings 
used  by  the  school  sj'stem  as  follows :  185  for  instructional 
purposes,  4  warehouses,  1  maintenance  shop,  and  9 
administration  buildings.  Two  additional  buildings  for 
the  instruction  of  children  will  be  placed  in  service  before 
tlie  end  of  1961-62.  In  addition  to  the  care  of  these 
buildings,  provision  is  made  for  the  operation  of  a  trans- 
portation system  for  physically  handicapped  and  severely 
mentally  retarded  pupils. 

6.  Repairs  and  maintenance  of  buildings  and  grounds. — 
Under  this  activity  the  following  types  of  repairs  and 
improvements  are  made  by  the  District  of  Columbia 
repair  shop  to  public  school  buildings  and  gi'ounds: 
General  repau's,  roofing,  heating  and  ventilating,  painting, 
glazing,  plumbing  and  sanitation,  electrical  work,  and 
maintenance  and  improvement  of  grounds. 

7.  Teachers  retirement  and  annuity  fund. — Based  on 
computations  made  by  the  actuary  of  the  Treasury 
Department,  the  District  of  Columbia  contributes  to  the 
teachers  retu'ement  and  annuity  fund. 

8.  Elementary  school  lunch  program. — Under  regulations 
established  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of 
Columbia,  provision  is  made  for  the  operation  of  a  free 
lunch  program  for  needy  children  in  the  public  elementarj' 
schools. 

9.  National  defense  education  program. — In  cooperation 
with  the  U.S.  Office  of  Education,  under  provisions  of  the 
National  Defense  Education  Act  of  1958,  a  program  is 
carried  on  to  stimulate  and  improve  instruction  in  science, 
mathematics,  and  modern  foreign  languages  at  the  second- 
ary school  level,  and  to  encourage  adequate  testing, 
guidance,  and  counseling  as  aids  to  better  teaching  and 
learning  in  these  fields.

1.  Vocational  rehabilitation. — Mentally,  physically  and 
visually  disabled  residents  of  the  District  are  assisted 
through  the  provision  of  services  necessary  to  rehabilitate 
themselves  into  remunerative  employment  so  as  not  to  be 
dependent   upon   others   or   public   funds   for   support. 
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Services  provided  include  counseling  and  guidance;  naedi- 
cal  and  vocational  diagnosis;  physical  restoration  and 
therapy;  prosthetic  appliances;  training  and  training  sup- 
plies as  well  as  supplemental  maintenance  when  necessary. 
Assistance  in  securing  suitable  employment  is  also  pro- 
vided as  well  as  the  operation  of  a  vending  stand  program 
for  the  blind. 

2.  Public  Health. — This  activity  provides  preventive 
and  corrective  public  health  services  through  various 
clinics,  hospitals,  laboratories,  inspcctional,  health  edu- 
cational and  other  services.  Its  public  health  units  per- 
form functions  involving  vital  statistics,  health  education, 
investigation  of  eligibility  and  ability  to  pay  of  persons 
requiring  medical  care,  and  the  Hill-Burton  hospital  con- 
struction program;  protects  and  promotes  maternal  and 
child  health,  and  provides  services  for  casefinding,  diag- 
nosis, treatment,  training,  and  rehabilitation  of  handi- 
capped and  crippled  children ;  provides  coordinated  chronic 
and  communicable  disease  services ;  provides  epidemiologi- 
cal studies  to  control  disease  and  investigates  unusual 
outbreak  of  illness;  immmiizes  agauist  communicable  dis- 
ease; finances  physician  visits  to  home-care  patients;  pro- 
vides a  mental  health  program  through  community  mental 
health  education,  training,  research,  mental  health  con- 
sultation, direct  patient  services,  and  planning;  inspects 
dairy  farms,  dairj^  plants,  food-handling  establishments, 
rooming  houses,  and  other  licensed  establishments  which 
serve  the  public,  and  operates  the  District  of  Columbia 
dog  pound;  provides  a  public  health  dental  program  for 
schools,  health  centers,  hospitals  and  institutions,  and 
furnishes  educational,  preventive,  and  clinic  services; 
makes  bacteriological,  chemical,  and  serological  examina- 
tions, and  operates  a  pharmacy  for  dispensing  of  drugs 
for  indigents;  and  provides  public  health  nursing  service 
in  patients'  homes,  clinics,  schools,  and  hospitals.  Its 
hospital  care  program  is  carried  out  at  Glenn  Dale  Hos- 
pital, a  600-bed  tuberculosis  and  chronic  disease  hospital 
with  complete  facilities  for  tuberculosis  patients  and 
special  facilities  for  care  of  chronic  diseases;  District  of 
Columbia  General  Hospital,  a  general  hospital  with  a 
dady  average  rated  capacity  of  1,250  including  129  bassi- 
nettes, that  furnishes  medical  inpatient  and  outpatient 
care  to  emergency  patients  and  indigent  residents;  con- 
tract hospitals,  consisting  of  seven  private  hospitals  and 
three  institutions,  that  provide  care  for  a  limited  number 
of  emergency  and  indigent  sick  on  a  contract  basis ;  Freed- 
men's  Hospital  that  provides  similar  services;  and  Saint 
Elizabeths  Hospital,  a  Federal  Government  hospital,  that 
provides  care  for  all  mentally  ill  residents  of  the  District 
of  Columbia. 

3.  Public  welfare. — Under  this  activity,  there  is  pro- 
vided care,  rehabilitative  services  and  training  to  residents 
of  the  District  of  Columbia  who  meet  the  requu-ements 
prescribed  by  legislation  of  the  Congress  of  the  United 
States  and  regulations  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of 
the  District  of  Columbia.  Provided,  also,  are  financial 
assistance  to  persons  in  the  community;  services  and  care 
for  dependent,  neglected  and  delinquent  children  in  homes 
and  in  institutions;  domiciliary  and  infu-mary  care  for  the 
aged,  the  infirm,  and  the  mentally  retarded;  issue  of  sur- 
plus foods  to  the  needy;  and  temporary  shelter  for 
transient  men.

1.  HigMvays  and  traffic. — The  mission  of  the  operating 
program  of  this  activity  is  the  maintenance  of  highways 
and  bridges  and  related  appurtenances,  such  as  sidewalks, 
trees,  and  street  lights;  maintenance  of  an  adequate  com- 
munication and  traffic  control  system;  and  maintenance 
of  the  necessary  equipment  to  do  the  job.  The  need  for 
the  program  is  to  provide  for  as  smooth,  safe,  and  efficient 
flow  of  traffic  as  possible  with  the  available  facilities,  and 
to  keep  the  highways,  trees,  and  landscaped  areas  of  the 
citj'  attractive  in  appearance  and  a  credit  to  the  Nation's 
Capital.  The  program  changes  in  1963  are  to  step  up  the 
traffic  control  program  to  provide  increased  safety  factors 
and  to  facilitate  the  flow  of  traffic  on  our  highways  with 
painted  lane  lines  and  crosswalks,  and  to  continue  a  6-year 
repetitive  cycle  for  our  tree  maintenance  program. 

2.  Motor  vehicles. — The  programs  of  this  activity  act  to 
protect,  serve,  or  otherwise  affect  every  person  in  the 
District  of  Columbia,  and  result  in  the  collection  of  over 
$9  million  annual  revenue.  The  District  Government 
is  an  acknowledged  leader  in  the  fields  of  motor  vehicle 
administration  and  traffic  safety  education.  Its  officials 
are  members  of  or  provide  counsel  to  a  variety  of  national 
and  local  organizations  concerned  with  progress  and 
improvement  in  these  fields  and  play  important  roles  in 
their  activities;  other  jurisdictions  have  adopted  or  been 
guided  by  new  programs,  techniques,  and  procedures  de- 
veloped here.  For  example:  the  District's  psychological 
test  of  applicants  for  operators'  permits  to  determine  their 
"driver-attitude,"  and  its  Traffic  Safety  School  for  those 
who  faU,  and  its  Driver  Safety  Clinic  for  the  education  and 
training  of  about  7,000  licensed  drivers  each  year  who  vio- 


late the  District's  traffic  regulations  and  face  unpending 
suspension  or  revocation  of  their  permits.  Specifically, 
this  program's  area  of  responsibility  embraces  the  plan- 
ning, direction,  and  coordination  of  such  important  and 
diversified  activities  as:  The  administration  of  regulatory 
authority  over  350,000  District-licensed  drivers,  includ- 
ing conducting  various  types  of  examinations  and  hearings, 
managing  the  District's  point  system,  issuing  and  renew- 
ing various  operators'  and  instructors'  permits,  suspending 
and  revoking  such  permits  and  driving  privileges  for 
cause,  and  maintaining  detailed  reference  records  on  all 
violators  of  District  traffic  regulations;  the  administration 
of  regulatory  authority  over  240,000  District-registered 
vehicles,  including  approving  applications  and  issuing 
vehicle  titles,  registrations,  and  regular  and  special  license 
tags,  operating  municipal  inspection  stations,  and  inspect- 
ing and  approving  vehicles  for  mechanical  safety,  and  pre- 
vention of  noise  and  air  pollution ;  the  enforcement  of  regu- 
lations governing  new  and  used  vehicle  dealers ;  the  testing 
and  approval  of  specially  equipped  vehicles  for  handi- 
capped drivers  and  of  devices  and  materials  intended  for 
sale  within  the  District  or  use  on  District-registered  ve- 
hicles; the  determination  of  exemptions  from  the  excise 
tax;  the  conduct  of  traffic  safety  education  projects  to 
establish  and  maintam  public  understandmg  and  support 
of  the  District's  traffic  regulations  and  traffic  safety  pro- 
gram; the  execution  of  financial  responsibility  legislation 
governuig  persons  involved  in  vehicle  accidents,  including 
initiating  arrest  of  persons  who  fail  to  comply ;  the  develop- 
ment and  administration  of  reciprocal  agreements  and 
operating  procedures  with  other  jurisdictions;  and,  the 
conduct  of  the  District's  civU  defense  transportation 
program. 

3.  Motor  vehicle  parking. — Tliis  activity  is  charged 
with  the  responsibility  of  providing  adequate  and  suit- 
ably located  and  designed  ofi"-street  parking  facilities  in 
the  several  commercial,  industrial,  governmental,  and 
residential  areas  of  the  District  of  Columbia.  It  is  also 
responsible  to  a  lesser  extent  for  improving  traffic  condi- 
tions on  certain  street  sections  where  congestion  and  de- 
lay have  been  found  to  be  caused  mainly  by  parking 
activities  in  the  vicinity  of  traffic  generators,  or  by  lack 
of  sufficient  off-street  parking  in  commercial  areas  along 
major  arterials.  Additional  parking  capacity,  or  a  change 
in  existing  facilities,  is  recommended  and/or  provided  by 
tlie  Agency  when  and  where  needed  as  determined  by 
studies  and  surveys  which  establish  both  present  and 
long-range  factors  aft'ecting  supply  and  demand.  Such 
factual  studies  are  essential  to  an  accurate  delineation  of 
the  parking  problem  so  that  practicable  and  economical 
improvements  may  be  planned  and  programed.  Among 
other  projects  carried  out  during  1962  were:  (1)  comple- 
tion of  the  comprehensive  parkmg  survey  of  the  type 
developed  by  the  U.S.  Bureau  of  Public  Roads,  Depart- 
ment of  Commerce,  for  the  entire  central  business  and 
government  districts  bounded  by  23d  Street,  Massachu- 
setts Avenue,  2d  Street,  and  Constitution  Avenue,  all  in 
the  Northwest;  (2)  completion  of  storage  lanes  on  I 
Street  NW.,  between  15th  and  17th  Streets,  to  relieve 
congestion  caused  by  parkhig  activities  during  tlie  a.m. 
rush  hour;  and  (3)  parking  studies  in  secondary  com- 
mercial centei-s  in  establislied  neighborhoods  where  pub- 
lic parking  is  critically  needed.  A  long-range  action 
program  for  more  parking  and  street  improvements  to 
ease  the  parking  situation  will  be  developed  for  1903  and 
subsequent  years  on  the  basis  of  surveys  of  economic, 
engineering,  traffic,  and  other  factors  affecting  the  sup- 
ply and  demand  for  parking  in  the  central  business  dis- 
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trict.  A  controlling  factor  in  the  shaping  of  this  program 
is  the  generally  accepted  fact  that  retail  trade  is  the  focal 
point  of  downtown  parking,  and  that  a  shortage  of  ac- 
commodations for  the  shopper  is  detrimental  to  the  financial 
health  and  progress  of  the  business  community  from 
which  flows  a  large  proportion  of  municipal  revenue. 
Another  important  factor  is  that  a  short  parking  supply 
causes  cruising  and  congestion,  and  is  responsible  for  ex- 
cessive parking  charges  which  drive  potential  shoppers 
to  the  suburban  centers.  Adequate  parking  combined 
with  accessibility  to  the  downtown  area  will  help  to  arrest 
the  flight  of  wealth  to  regions  beyond  the  taxing  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  District  of  Colimibia.  Parking  services  for  the 
employee  downtown  who  is  a  substantial  contributor  to 
its  economy  are  also  urgently  needed.  Fringe  parking  in 
free,  conveniently  located  lots  is  designed  to  intercept 
the  all-day  worker  who  doesn't  need  a  car  from  9  to  5, 
and  who  should  be  encouraged  to  use  mass  transit  to  his 
final  destination.  The  Agency  now  operates  4  fringe  lots 
which  keep  over  1,000  cars  per  day  from  congested  sec- 
tions of  the  city.  The  number  of  cars  parking  at  these 
lots  increased  by  20%  in  May  of  1961  over  the  previous 
May.  The  fringe  parking  program  will  be  expanded 
progressively  as  free  or  nominally  priced  parking  dwmdles 
as  a  result  of  construction  and  other  changes  in  land  use. 
It  will  be  geared  to  the  highway  improvements  under- 
way or  proposed  in  connection  with  the  inner  loop  and 
the  intermediary  belt  routes  around  tlie  central  city. 
Street  widening  and  service  roadway  projects  are  also 
proposed  for  several  locations  where  parking  is  the  prin- 
cipal factor  in  the  local  traffic  problem.  Contiimous 
day-to-day  surveys  to  maintain  up-to-date  inventories  of 
parking  supply,  and  comparison  surveys  of  changes  in 
the  use  of,  and  demand  for,  existing  and  proposed  facilities 
will  be  continued  as  a  regular  function  of  the  Agency. 
In  general,  the  policies  and  programs  for  1963  are  auned 
at  reducing  congestion  on  bridges  and  on  arterial  high- 
ways linking  the  populous  suburbs  with  Washington,  and 
are  designed  to  protect  the  central  business  district  from 
economic  losses  associated  with  vehicular  strangulation. 
Their  efficacy  can  be  measured  in  greater  accessibility 
and  mobility,  in  shorter  periods  of  travel  time  between 
origins  and  destinations,  in  increased  tax  and  business 
receipts,  and  in  a  lowered  rate  of  decentralization.

In- 
cluded in  each  of  the  foregoing  is  the  fiscal  programing, 
planning,  design,  construction,  maintenance,  and  opera- 
tion of  all  facilities  required.  For  1963,  it  is  estimated 
that  270,000  cubic  yards  of  street  sweepings  will  be 
collected;  that  100,000  cubic  yards  of  ashes  will  be  col- 
lected and  disposed  of;  that  45,000  tons  of  garbage  will 
be  disposed  of  and  that  1,325,000  cubic  yards  of  trash 
will  be  burned  at  incinerators;  also,  that  69  billion  gallons 
of  sewage  will  be  treated  and  170  billion  gallons  of  water 
distributed  daily.  To  accomplish  this,  tlie  department 
will  have  the  utilization  of  3,045  permanent  positions. 

2.  Washington  Aqueduct. — This  activity,  under  the  con- 
trol of  the  Chief  of  Engineers,  Department  of  the  Army, 
provides  an  adecjuate  supply  of  purified  water  to  the 
District  of  Columbia,  Arlington  County  and  Falls  Church, 
Va.,  and  for  certain  Federal  establishments  in  the  adjacent 
environs.  The  Washington  Aqueduct  operates  and  nuiin- 
tains  the  Great  Falls  Dam  and  the  two  river  intakes  on 
the  Potomac  River,  Little  Falls  raw-water  supply  works, 
two  9-mile-long  gravity-flow  conduits,  three  large  open 
raw-  and  settled-water  reservoirs,  one  rapid-sand  and  one 
slow-sand  filtration  plant,  five  pumping  stations,  one 
hydroelectric  generating  station,  six  covered  filtered-water 
reservoirs,  12.3  miles  of  transmission  mains,  a  4-mile-long 
tunnel,  39  miles  of  federally  owned  water  mains,  and  a 
number  of  plant  service  shops  and  storehouses.  Through- 
out the  past  year,  the  supply  of  potable  water  has  met 
consumer  demands  in  all  respects  and  its  quality  has  been 
well  above  the  standards  of  the  U.S.  Public  Health  Serv- 
ice. Quality  control  was  maintained  and  more  than 
188,000  water  works  laboratory  examinations  were  made 
to  determine  the  chemical,  bacteriological,  and  fluoride 
content  of  the  water  supplied  for  consumption.  The 
application  of  chlorine  on  a  continuous  basis  to  the  raw 
water  while  en  route  to  the  McMillan  filter  plant  was 
initiated  in  1961.  This  prechlorination  has  been  effective 
in  reducing  the  number  of  living  organisms  in  the  partially 
processed  water  and  it  is  anticipated  that  the  practice  will 
be  continued.  During  maximum  demand  periods  in  1961, 
the  Little  Falls  raw-water  pumping  station  was  operated 
to  augment  the  raw-water  supply  of  the  two  gravity-flow 
conduits.  Construction  of  the  new  Dalecarlia  filter  and 
chemical  buildings  was  began  in  July  1960  and  their  com- 
pletion in  1963  will  alleviate  overload  operations  of  the 
Dalecarlia  and  McMillan  plants.  Current  and  estimated 
workload  statistics  are  shown  below:

— Funds  are  provicU'd  for 
construction  projects  and  other  necessary  improvements 
for  schools,  hospitals  and  other  institutional  buildings, 
libraries,  recreational  facilities,  fire  and  police  housing, 
and  major  improvements  to,  and  replacements  for,  existing 
buildings.

— Sanitary  sewer  extensions  are 
constructed  as  required  for  new  developments  and  in  ad- 
vance of  paving  to  convey  all  sewage  to  a  point  of  safe 
discharge.  To  reduce  the  pollution  of  the  Potomac  River, 
continuing  construction  of  additional  aeration,  settling 
and  thickening  facilities  are  programed  for  the  sewage 
treatment  plant. 

(c)  Storm  drainage. — This  is  a  continuing  construction 
program  to  expand  the  storm  water  sewer  system  to  pre- 
vent serious  flooding  and  to  abate  pollution.

GENERAL  PROVISIONS 

Sec.  2.  Except  as  otherwise  provided  herein,  all  vouchers  cover- 
ing expenditures  of  appropriations  contained  in  this  Act  shall  be 
audited  before  payment  by  the  designated  certifying  official  and  the 
vouchers  as  approved  shall  be  paid  by  checks  issued  by  the  desig- 
nated disbursing  official  without  countersignature.
